Sir Wilfird Laurier Writes Re-Assuriagly 
About Bond-Binine Treaty. 


Montreal, July 31—Mr. F. W. 
Thompson, vice-president and gever- 
al manager of the Ogilvie Flour Mill- 
iug Company, wrole the Premier con- 
the Bond-Blaine treaty, and 
received the following reply 
r Wilfcid Laurier: ‘With re 
ference to the proposed Bond-Blaine 
treaty. I may tell you that in the 
event of this treaty going into oper- 
ation, no discrimination will be 
made against Canada, and Canadiat 
products will have from Newfound- 
Jand t ime treatment as accorded 
to similar uierican products. 

With reference to a steamship line 
between Canada and South Africa, I 
may say that the matter is now en- 
gaging our immediate attention. It 
would be premature to venture any 
prediction as to what the result will 
be, but no effort shall be spared on 
our part.’”

TO WARD OFF CLAMOR 


Ministers’ Statement Published 
to Prevent Undue Pressure.

The Associated Press’ Version of the

London, July 381:—The statement 
by the Canadian Commissioners now

unauthorized, and in some cases in- 
correct, is generally regarded as on 
attempt to lessen the clamor and the | 
pressure being brought to bear on 
their Government as a result of the | 
Publication of the Canadian Pacific’s | 
subsidy offer and the attitude of the . 
Canadian and Imperial Governments. | 

Canadian Pacific officials say they 
are not in the least disconcerted by 
the statement. -One of them said: 
“Since the publication of the Cang- | 
dian Pacific Railway’s offer the 
Ministers undoubtedly have been be- 
sieged by inquiries and rival propo- 
silions. I see nothing in this state- 
ment except a desire to shut off pub- 
lic clamor in order to give’ better op- 
portunity to reach an official deci- 
sion. We have no doubt the Minis- 
ters will receive other propositions 
which will be entitled to considera- 
tion of course. The Government has 
made no authorized statement, and 
is not likely to do so while the ne— 
gotialions are pending. It has not 
yet accepted the Canadian Pacific 
Railway's proposal, although there is 
good reason to expect that it will 
accept it."” 

In the mass of matter which has 
been published following the outline 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway’s of- 
fers there probably have been some 
incorrect statements. The situation 
is still in accordance with the facts 
previously given. 


MR, TABTE AT THE SOO. 


Will Recommend Harbor Improvements 
—8100,000 For Dredginz. 


Sault Ste. Marie, Ont., July 31.— 
Wion. Mr. Tarte passed through the 
Soo’ yesterday en route for Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee from Fort Wil+ 
liam. In an interview the Minister 
said that he had decided to recom- 
mend that the Dominion Government 
expend the sum of $100,000 for 
dredging the channel from the inter- 
mational dock to the Canadian can- 
al, so that vesscls of any depth may 
be able to pass through the locks. 
Mr. Tarte said that if possible the 
work would be commenced this sum- 
mer, and that he would endeavor to 
have a similar amount appropriated 
at the next session, so that the work 
of improving the harbor could be 
continued and better dock accommo- 
dation established. With respect to 
public buildings for the town, Mr. 
Tarte said this york would be pro- 
ceeded with immediately, and tenders 
will be called for it in a couple of 
weeks, or perhaps in less time. 

It was stated here yesterday on 
what appears to be good authority 
that the new industry, the tube 
works, the establishment of which 
Mr. F. BH, Clergue has had in con- 
templation for over a year past, will 
soon be a reality, and that the mills 
of this new industry will be built 
and operations on the manufacture 
of tubes begin before the first of 
next year. The location of these 
works will be about a half mile west 
of the Algoma Steel Company mills, 
and when in operation they will af- 
ford employment for upwards of 
six hundred men and will be the 
most important of any of the en- 
terprises operated by the Lake Su- 
perior Consolidated Company.

The Montreal Exchange Pa: a Resol- 
utlen Expressing Its Views. 


Montreal,, July 31.—The Montreal 
Exchange is against giving any rail- 
Way a contract of the fast line, and 
yesterday that body put itself on re 
cord as follows: 

Resolved, that, in the opinion of 
this association, a fast Atlantic mail 
and passenger service should be es- 
tablished from a Canadian Port toa 
Port in Great Britain; that steamers 
employed in such service should have 
aspeed cqual to the swiftest now in 
commission or contemplated on the 
New York route, and that they make 
Quebec and Montreal the summer ter 
minus, and Halifax or St. John’s the 
winter terminus; that this associa- 
tion, having learned through the 
Press that a subsidy is likely to be 
granted for such a service, would re= 
spectiully urge upon the Dominion 
Government, the importance of this 
being done, but this association does 
not favor the subsidizing of freight 
steamers nor the granting of a sub- 
sidy to a line of steamers under the 
control of any railway or combina- 
tion of railways.

ONE HUNDRED ARRESTS MADE, 


In Parls the Police Handied the Crowds

Paris, Jwy 28.—The demonstration 
made yesterday in connection with

MARCONI Nor INVENTOR. 


Wireless System Communicated to Him 
by the Marquis Solari. 


London, July 28—In a document 
just filed in the British Patent Office, 
Guglielmo Marconi, the credited in- 
ventor of wireless telegraphy, de- 
scribes invention as one ** com- 
municated to him from abroad b: 
the Marquis Luigi Solari of Italy. 

Great surprise has been caused here 
by this action of the Italian invent- 
or. The story is printed in The Sat- 
wrday Review, which treats is as a 
“startling denouement’’ following 
Prof. Thompson's attacks on the yal- 
idity of the Marconi patents. In 
those attacks Prof. Thompson de- 
Clared that an Italian naval officer 


named Solari was the real inventor

of the wireless telegraph.

ANGRY MOB AT SHENANDOAH. |THE (ROPS IN THE MIDLANDS 


Many Strikers Shot—Policemen Also Hurt 
—A Prominent Citizen Clubbed to 


Death—How Miot Began. 


Shenandonh, Pa, July 31.—-A relgm 
of terror held Shenandoah in its 
prosp last night. Since 6 o'clock 
last cvening Centre street, one of tie 
principal streets of the town, his 
been in the hands of an infuriated 
mob. Two of the borough policemen 
were shot, one fatally. Joseph led- 
dall, a leading merchant and cousin 
of Sheriff Beddall was brutally club- 
bed to death, and upwards of a 
score of strikers were shot by police 


men, and it is expected that many 
deaths will result. 

Sheriff Beddull arrived from 
Pottsville at 7.45 o'clock with # 
posse of deputics We took up 
his hendquarters at the Ferguson 


Tfotel, which was surrounded by sey- 
eral thousand men. To a reporter 
he admitted that he bud asked Goy- 
ernor Stone to send the militia, Vhe 
governor wired that if the citizens of 
the town petition for troops ke will 
send them, and a petition was clr 
culated for this purpose 

The trouble started about 6 o'clock 
last evening when Deputy Sheriff 
‘Thomas Beddal! attempted to escort 
{wo non-union workers through the 
strikers line of pickets, The work- 
men were dressed in their street 
clothes, bul one of them, carried a 
bundle under his,arm and this arous- 
ed the suspicion of the strikers. The 
bundle was torn from him and, when 
it was found to contain a blouse and 
overalls, the man was taken from the 
doputy and beaten almost to death. 

In the meantime, Beddall opend fire 
on the mob which Imd gathered by 
this time, and emptied his revolver. 
Two of the shots took effect, one man 
being shot in the leg and the other 
in the foot. The depity and the 
other strike-breaker were compelled 
to flee for their lives, and took re- 


fuge in the Philadelphia and Reading | 


Depot. The depot was s00n sur 
rounded by an amgry mob of 5,000, 
which were becoming more threaten- 
ing and demonstrative every moment, 

Joseph Beddall, o hardware mer- 
chant, and brother of the deputy 
sheriff, was seen making his way 
through the crowd in an effort to 
reach his brother, and the mob, div. 
ining that he was carrying ammun. 
tion to those inside the depot, seized 
him and beat him with clubs and 
Dillies into insensibility. He died en 
route to the Miners’ Hospital, 

Shortly after this the entire bor- 
ough police arrived on the scene, and 
escorted the deputy sheriff and his 
men to an engine which had been 
backed into the depot for that pur- 
pose. When the mob realized that 
their prey was about to escape, they 
surrounded the engine, and the en- 
gincer was afraid to move, 

Tn a few moments, however, the po- 


lice fired a volley, dispersing the 
crowd for no brief period, and the 
engineer turned on full steam and 


got away with his men. Stones were 
thrown thick and fast about ihe 
heads of the police, whereupon Chief 
John Fry gave the order to fire. At 
the first volley the mob fel] back, 
and several were seen to fall, Their 
retreat, however, was but momen- 
tary. They turned, and, with revol- 
vers, stones and a few shotguns, 
they charged on the little hand of 
policemen, and made them fice for 
their lives. The policemen turned in 
their Sight, at shoft intervals, and 
fired volley after volley at their pur 
suers. When the Lehigh Railroad 
crossing was reached, a9 passing 
freight train blocked the passage of 
the’ police, iwo of whom were caught 
and brulally beaten. One of them, 
Stiney Yacopsky, will dic. 

It is estimated that upwards of 1,- 
000 shots were fired and the wonder is 
{hat more fatalities did not result. 


More than 20 strikers, all of whom 
are foreigners, were shet, and at 
Jeast two of them will die. Many 


of the merchants and politicians are 
refusing to sign the call for troops, 
fearing that the miners will boycott 
them after the trouble is over. 

At 11 o'clock last night the streets 
were still crowded with people, but 
everything was quiet.

What the Provinciai Commissioner Says 
of These as a Factor in Good Roads 
In Mie sixth! annual report a4 Conr- 

wissioner of Highwsys, Mr. A W

will be of interest to thc farmers and 
others of this district, where the 
question lina beon considered and the 
adoption of inensurex to Dring about 
lie change has been discussed ;

To delect the adulteration of flou.

or chalk. It may be detected by mix- 
le the Mour into a pa ty, with; lem- 
ou-julee or vinegar, if the flour ig 
pure the paste will rempio in the 
fame condition at the ena of ten min- 
utes, but if there be a mixture of 
wititing, ete, a fermentation or 
working like yeapt will take place. 

Bedsteads suould be well washed 
eyery spring, as an incredible am- 
ouut of dust collects ini the corners 
of the iron, which a casual dusting 
will not reniove. Every part of the 
bedstead sliould be well sponged with 
alum snd water. 

If you want boiled meat-to be tea- 
der don’t alloy, it to boil after the 
first teo miuutes. After this it should 
be remoyed back aud ullowed to just 
simmer. Bolling hardens the meat 
and makes it tough. 

To wipe the pan in which, you have 
fried meat, or which has hald grease 
of any kind, with soft paper before 
washing it, saves the hands, keeps 
the dish-water cleancr, ani the dis 
vloil in better order.

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Experimental Farm Ottawa. 


Iu the past som# objections have 
been rolsed by the packers re the 
use of forage plaints an roots for 
pork production, but the light of re: 
cent experiments would seem to show 
their fears or objections groundless, 
In faet, the good laofluencey of a con- 
siderable proportion of green feed or 
roots in the ration of a pig can 
soorcely be overestimated. [t has 
Jong been known tliat ekim! milk hag 
& most beteficial influence upon the 
thrift of the porkers and tho ‘jual- 
ity of the pork even when the amount 
fod forma only a emali part of the 
vailion. Green food anil roots seem 
in a Jarge measure to be capable, of 
sipplomenting the pow—in view of 
tli» tremendous expansion In the Ca- 
oodisu bacon |ndustry—iuite inade- 
quate supply of JaAlry. by-prodacts, 
for use Jn pig fteding. The farmer 
whose conditions permit may go even 
further tlao to use forage plants as 
@ suppiemeotary fool. He may even 
make therm the chief itew of his pig 
feed if he ls careiul to use a good 
Proportion of grain (oats, pease and 


barley) duriag the last month ofthe| J, G. HDWARDS & Co.,

fit for pasturpge from 6 to 8 weske 
from date of sowing. It shoald be 
sows it rows about 24 inches apart, 
Biuce wien 60 grown it gives) the beat 
yeturo per aere and js best adayt- 
ed for pasturiog, [t sliould ba sown 
fairly, thickly io the rows, say three

Veiciies—Vetches also sre good ag 
fo1ag> for swine, and may be, under 
exceptional condition, sowu late in 
the seasos. Especially is this trae 
of the Hairy Vetch, which species 
jias the peculiar quality of growing 
up again after, being cut or eaten 
dowD. 

Oate—Probably, no gree food will 
give a better retaro in pork flan 
oats. Iley may be sown late or 
early in the se@eon at the rate of 
five or six busliels to the acre and 
the pigs turned on about a month 
after they. germinate, The fault of 
this crop is that it fasts only a shont 
time, as it does not seem to be able 
lo revoyer when once beaten down. 

Arlschokes—Another crop of great 
yalue for pork porudction is the art 
ichoke. {t should be sowm late in 
tLe fall or very early in, the spring. 
Tie pigs may be, allowedi to feed on 
it In October and the early spring. 
They will do the uvarvesting them: 
selves. Tillis is a niost excellent crop 
fer, brood sows in spring and autumn. 

Almost all yarieties of juicy forage 
erops sre suitable for pork produc- 
lion, the sorts mentionel aboye be- 
ing probably the best for Canada. 
The question as to the advisability 
of allowing pigs to graze, or shat- 
ling in a, small pen and feeding them 
ile* green crops, does not seam to 
l.aye been positively settled yet, for 
while greatec daily gains may be ex- 
pected where the animals are kept 
im close quarters there is always the 
item of extra labor for cutting and 
carrying the forage. 

Another item of some importance 
to the feeder is the compamtive 
economy of winter, and summer feed- 
ing of pigs. According to various ex 
periments conducted here recently, 
pork may be produced at about $1 
per hundred pounds, live weight, lesy 
cost in summer than in winter. Dhis 
seems to be aue to lets cost of greyn 
Teed, as well as to low temperatnuve, 
which must be overcome by food! or 
by artificial beat.

Surely an ini titution in 
which teachers receive their first 
training should be prop riy furnish- 
ed with suitable apparatus-should be 
froperly hcsied, vent litel and gait 
ed ito the health and prezress of, the 
Sltderts. But ever since the estab 
lishment of the Liudsay Motel School 
it has been chilted from one building 
lo another, Classes thal should be or 
tie spol have been brought fron+othe 
er schouls, and examimers baye be2n 
at ther wits’ erd (te comluct the 
examiuatiors according to the rega- 
fations and fairly to the candidates.

Krave the most mo:lerm methods of 
lighting, heating and ventilation. 

Ir the third place, it will cost no 
wore to lave good buildings than 
poor onos. The cost of repairs ana 
the ¢ytra cost of fuel wll come to 
irore then (he interest on a now 
Every rajtepayer of Lind 
say Knows Chat as are paying dearly 
for the false efonomy of ous coun- 
eijors. We have bad roads, bad side- 
walks. bat street Ilgnts aot bad 
Jraingee, because they chose the 
choapest article regardless of qualty. 
In the future let us always haye the 
Dost, and get it as cheaply as we

Lastly, have we no pride for our 
bublic buildings? We haye a few 
that are a credit to the town, but 
what might we haye had?

| Belief Gaining Ground That Any Serious 


Altempt by Operator the Sines Will 
Preolpitate t:allway Strike, 


| Wilkes-Barre, Pa., Aug. 5—Bclir 
jis growing that uny serious attempt 
jon the part of the operators to re- 
sume tho mining of coal at this time 
will precipitate a strike of the var- 
fous organizations of railroad em- 
ployes, which will render the situa- 
tion tenfold worse than it bas been 
since the miners quit work. Jt is 
more than probable that the ship- 
ment of coal mined by non-union men 
‘on oa large scale will precipitate a 
contest on all the coal roads that 
may easily spread to other systems. 

There is already o notable restless- 
hess among the railroad men, They 
Haye gricyances of their own and 
they have been urging upon their 
leaders that this would be on oppor- 
tune time to bring them to qn issue. 

In answer to this demand, P. EH 
Morrissey, gous chief of the Broth- 
erhood of ‘Vrainminen, made@ public oa 


letter last week, in which he said 
that to strike at this time, would 
make it seem that tho strike had 
been called in sympathy with the 


miners, and that he was opposed to 
any sympathetic strike. 

Tt has already been agreed by the 
railroad men to contribute money for 
the support of the miners’ strike 
whenever such «a demand is made. 
This reavest has now been made, and 


it i8 expected that funds “will soon 
he coming in from this source, The 
levies from the soft coal men and 


from other Jabor organizations will 
not begin to come in, before the mid- 
dle of the present month. It js es- 
| timated, that, after the flow of con- 
tributions has once begun, it will 
yleld not far from $1,000,000 a 
month This should be sufficient, 


with careful management, to meet 
, the needs of the 100,000 men and 
their families.

ut Remount Scandals Investi- 
gation Will Be Thorough. 


DIFFICULTIES ENCOUNTERED, 


The War Secretary, in Keplying to Cri- 
ties of the Guvernment, Said Some 
Remount Oflcors Had Been Harsh- 
ly Judzged—Whint the Debaters 
"in the House Said and Their 

Statomenta. 


London, Aug. 5,—The remount 
Scandals were re-olred in the }Wouse 
of Commons yesterday in the course 
of » discussion of the army estimates 
and the itém of transportation and 
yemounts, Sir Charles Dilke,, sug- 
gested the publication of the cor- 
respondince bearing on the remount 
scandals, obtained from the United 
States and Argentina. Colonel John 
P. Nolan condemned= the loose sys- 
tem of contracts under which such 
dreadful scandals were possible, while 
severul other members of the House 
deprecated the wi¢thod of purchasing 
horses through middlemen. 

Mr. Brodricls, the War Secretary, 
replying, said the members overlook- 
ed the difficulties in the way of pro- 
viding one hundred und fifty thous- 
and borses in an emergency 
said the Government  intende 
probe the charges, but that he be 
lieved some remount officers had been 
harshly Judged. He did not believe 
that Lord Kitchener would join in 
the wniyersal cry against the re- 
Mount department.

THE TOBACCO INQUIRY. 


The Investigation Will Begin on Septem- 
bor 4—The Ministers Abread—The 
Cape Town Memorial Fund. 


Ottawa, Aug. 6.—His Ionor Judge 
MacTavish held a proliminary meet- 
ing yesterday morning in the Court 
House here of the royal commission 
to inquire into the tobacco trade of 
Canada. Mr, Q, S. Camphell, K.C., 
of Montreal, represented the Empire 
Tobacco Company, and Messrs. J. 
M. Portier atid Goldstein of Montreal 
appeared on behalf of the petitioners, 


Who allege that the Anierican ond 
Dmpire Tobacco Companies issne an 
unfair contract, which militates 


against the interests of other manu- 
facturers and the tobacco trade gen- 
erally. It was represented to Judge 
MacTavish that it would be difficult 
to get tho witnesses together until 
the month of September, and his 
Honor adjourned the comnifssion un- 
til that month at Ottawa, it being 
understood that all persons interest- 
ed in tobacco manufacture would be 
notified to be present. The com- 
mission will probably sit at Windsor, 
the centre of the tobacco growing in- 
dustry; in Toronto, Mammilton, King- 
ston, London, Montreal, Quebec, St. 
John and Halifax. 2

OHAPTER XII. 

Noon of Oct. 28 struck on the deep 
toned bell of the elty hall, Brentyyood’s 
pride, and sharp at the sound eyery 
band in the railway shops, sheds and 
yards followed sult and went out.

! than one hideous outbreak of the Sioux 


had been traced to their nefarlous 
deeds. Whisky was their stock in 
trade, and many an untutored savage 
In exchange fora bottle had parted 
with robes, rifle and pony- as’ well as 
his senses. Conflict’ was - frequent, 
Troops were few. There had been bad 
blood between the Indians and certain 
settlers along the Chaduza:all summer, 
In September two herders were found 
ecalped and mutilated just one week 
after Spotted Dlk and Iron Voice, two 
young braves of the Brule tribe, had 
been slain in a drunken row with a 
party of prairie tramps not ten miles 
from Rosebud: The agent said he 
could restrain and control the Sioux 
Provided the governor would take 
charge of the settlers, but settlers have 
yotes, Indians have not, and the goy- 
ernor would do nothing to intimidate 
the sovereigns of the soil. The mur 
derers of the Indians, though well 
known, were still unwhipped of jus- 
tice and bragging about the frontier 
saloons of their cowardly deed. The 
commanding officer of the little cavalry 
post not far from the Rosebud agency 
wired that the Indians were dancing 
night after night and holding big pow- 
wows. There was trouble ahead for 
somebody. The dispatch reached Wasb- 
ington theday the Pinkertons and traln- 
loads of outside workmen were dump- 
ed into the ditch, the very day, more- 
over, that brought the appeal for 
troops to protect property ‘and open 
the ronds. The answer to the frontier 
fort was a telegram ordering the post, 
with {ts women and children, to be left 
“with a sultable guard” while the com- 
manding officer, with all ayailable men 


(te had only three troops of cavalry, 
averaging 65 effective each), to march 
at once to Banner Butte, the western 
terminus of the Yankton road, and 
there take the train for Omaha. This 
left the fort to be held by the post 
quartermaster and some 23 men, when 
runners came, with troubled eyes, to 
say the Sloux would ‘jump” before the 
setting of the sun.

Chicago, Aug. 2—A special from 
London says: There ip a wide differ- 
ence of opinion im tocdicu) circles as 
to the probability of 4 second oper- 
ation to be performed on King Ed- 
ward, ‘There {s, however, no thought 
of u postponement of the coronation 
ceretnonies, despite much repeated ru- 
mors. 

Some well-informed “experts say 
that, while the King’s physicians en- 
tirely relieved his ailment the actual 
cause of the illness has never been 
definitely determined, There was no 
sign of appendicitis and the appen- 
dix was not examined. All that the 
doctors did was to retaove a danger- 
ous abscess, As there was no com- 
plications in immediate sight they 
Were content to ignore the cause of 
the abcess. 

On the other hand, 
says: 

“Tf King Edward were an ordinary 
hospital patient he would have been 
discharged sgyeral days ago with a 
nifld caution to be careful. It must 
be remembered that the incision in 
the side is extremely deep. 

“The rigid Precautions of the 
King’s medical advisers in declining 
to allow His Majesty to move about 
AS soom as he might have been ex- 
pected was dictated merely by a de 
sire to give the healing process am- 
ple time to consolidate. There has 
been at no time the remotest sign 
of anything pointing to malignancy 
and all talk of @ second operation is 
without the slightest foundation.”

Lebster Industry Threatened. 


Quebec, Aug. 4.— Considerable 
alarm is felt both in the Maritime 
Provinces of the Dominion and by 
the Department of Fisheries at Ot 
tawa over the decadence of the lob- 
ster industry. Present indications 
point to a possible/extinction of the 
supply of Canadian lobsters. So 
poor was the catch this spring that 
the fishermen and proprietors of can- 
neries obtained from the Government 
a ten days’ extension of the open 
season.

CYCLONE AT ST.KITTS 


Houses and Trees Were Badly 
Damaged on Sunday, 


MERRITTON DISASTER RECALLED 


No Lives Lost—Narrow Escape of Charles 


Steele and Family—Blew in the End 


of the N, st. Cand T, Car Baros— 
Many Roofs Wers Taken OF 
Bedily—The Telephene Wires 


Are Lown, 


St. Catharines, Aug. #—This city 
Was struck by a cyclone at 1.60 yes- 
terday afternoon and several thous- 
ands of dollars’ damage done to 
property. No lives were lost, but 
sole Very narrow escapes are re- 
Ported. A large funnel shaped cloud 
formed in a northerly direction and 
moved over the city with wonderful 
rapidity. At Welland avenue it 
started its destruction, moving south 
by Court and Geneva streets. 

Tt first blew out the end of the 
N. St. ©. and T. car berms. The 
building is a new brick structure, 
and is badly smashed. Jt picked up 
e freight car in the N. St. C. and 
T. railway yard, and threw it sever— 
al yards, stripping the trucks from 
under it. At this point huge trees 
were torn up and the road blocked_ 

All along Court street> parts of 
the roofs are gone, and the yards 
and roads are completely blocke?. 
Mrs. Captain Murray’s brick © barn 
Was unroofed and almost wrecked. 
Sfate shingles were stripped off anu 
driven into irame houses. There is 
scarcely a chimney left standing in 
this vicinity. 

The storm passed south, crossing 
Chureh, King and St. Paul streets- 
Here it turmed east on Division 
strest. The Belmont House, corner 
St. Paul and Geneva, was unroofed 
and damaged. Wise’s lumber yard 
waa slightly damaged and windows 
broken. Division street is probably 
the worst. Although we houses are 
standing, barns on all sides are un- 
roofed. 

‘The Bell Telephone Company and 
other wires are tangled in a mass. 
Some bare poles were picked up lad- 
en with wires and thrown on top of 
other poles and there they hang in 
the air. Fences are carried awny, 
antl chimneys and verandahs stripped 
off. 

The storm, after leaving Division 
atveet, struck across the Welland 
Canal, throwing the water high in 
the air. Mr. Charles Steale, who 
lives just east of the canal, had his 
house wrecked. He saw the storm 
coming, and he and his family ran 
to the root house for safety. The 
roof of his house was picked up and 
fell with a crash on the root house, 
leaving him and his family prisoners 
until assistance came and chopped 
him out. He had a miraculous es- 
cape. : 

The last place in the city attacked 
was Carter's brick yard. It ‘took 
the whole top off the main building 
and scattered bricks and snfaller 
sheds eVerywhere. The barns were 
also unroofed. There was a power 
wire crossing near this point which 
fell and killed two cows. The stteet 
car wires here are down, and the 
trafic is suspended temporarily. 

The cyclone moved in an easterly 
direction, but evidently spent its 
force here, as reports from surround- 
ing Places report no storm. A heavy 
rain followed the storm, which lasted 
for about 80 minutes and then it 
Cleared, 

The cyclone of yesterday afternoon 
traveled through about the sane 
Part of St. Catharines as the one 
four years ogo, but instead of moy- 
ing through Merritton, where four 
people were killed, it turned east. 
The streets are crowded with people 
viewing the scene of the disaster. 
Had the storm struck here on a 
week day there would undoubtedly 
have been a number of lives lost.

Trouble Areuse Out an Attempt to Baise 
Smallpox Quarantine, 


Knightstown, Ind, Aug. 5.— The 
village of Charlottesville, five miles 
west of here, was m tht hands of a 
mob’ for’ sevéral hours last night, 
and the sheriff’ of Hancock County, 
with’75 armed deputies, is on the 
scene. ‘The trouble arose from an at- 
tempt to prevent the running of its 
cars by the Indianapolis and East- 
erm Traction Company. 

Recently ao Guarantine was estab- 
lished by Hancock County against 
this city on account of smallpox 
here. The traction company stopped 
running its care until] Sunday. When 
an eflort was made to resume the po- 
lice ‘of Charloitesville stopped the 
second car, arrested the motorman 
amd conductor, arid sidetracked the 
car. 

Later other ears were run through 
the town and late Sunday night a 
car was assailed by a fusilade 
Shot from the guards and villagers, 
and CG. M. Kirkpatrick, one of the 
diréctors, and several other passen— 
ges were hurt. 

The sheriff of Hancock County, 
with the armed deputies, has been 
sent to the scene to enforce the quar- 
antine.

Shenandoah, #'a., Aug. 1.—Twelve 


hundred state troops were camped 
Jast might on a hill overlooking 
Shenandoah. Down in _ the town, 


where raiders and policemen fought 
the bloody battle Wednesday night, 
all is qdiet, and the indications are 
that so long as the militia remains, 
the peace of the community will not 
again be broken. Ten thousands of 
idle men and boys in this vicinity 
who had been gathering in large 
numbers and murthing from place to 
place, did not repeat their demon- 
stratio; yesterday, and the author- 
ilics consequently had little or no- 
thing to do. 

The major portion of the popula- 
tion here is made up of foreigners, 
and, as a rule, they kept close to 
their homes during the day. It is 
claimed by the citizens of the town.

The King Inspected 2000 Troops 
From Over-Sea Dominions. 


THE CORONATION MEDALS GIVEN 


Hils Majesty Deliverad an Animated Ad- 
dress, in Whioh He Expressed His High 
Appreciation of Their Patriotism 
—The King Closed ‘ith a “ Goa 
Bioss You All’—Notables 
Dresent. 


London, Aug. 13.— Two thousand 
Colonial troops here to attend the 
Coronation, including the Canadian 
contingent, were reviewed by King 
Hdward yesterduy on the grounds of 
Buckingham Puluce. The Prince of 
Wales, on behalf of His Majesty, dis- 
tributed the coronation medals to 
those entitled to, them. 

The King inspected the troops 
from the terrace, where he was ac- 
companied by Queen Alexandra, 
Prince und Princess Henry of Prus- 
Sia, and other royal personages, Barl 
Roberts, the Commanderfn-Chief, 
Gen. Lord Kitchener; Joseph Cham- 
berlain, several Colonial Premiers, 
and King Lewarnike of Bdrotzeland, 
oll of whom showed keen interest in 
the picturesgiie body of men arrayed 
in vari-colored uniforms as ” they 
marched past in single file. 

The King personally fastened the 
Victoria Cross on the breast.of Ser- 
Beant Lawrence. the first man. in 
line, after which he etired to thé 
Shade of an awning and left the dis- 
tribution to the Prince of Wales. 

The members of the royal family 
were much’ amused at the! unconven- 
tionality of the co'onials, who after 
they hud received medals sented 
themselves comfortably on the grass 
and smoked as they watched the de 
coration of thelr ¢omrades: 

When all had rectived their medals, 


the troops advan:ed and presented | 


arms, while the m.ssed bands played 
the National Anthem, The King slep- 
ped forward and delivered an ani- 
mated address, hich was greeted 
with cheers and waving of hats by 
the troops. 

The King said: ‘It has afforded 
me great pleasure to sce you here 
to-day and to have the opportunity 
of expressing my high appreciation of 
your patriotism und' the way you Uis- 
tinguished yourselves in South’ Aft 
rica. The services you have rendered 
the mother country will never be for 
golttn by me, and they will, T wn 
Sure, cement more firmly than ever 
the union of our distant colonies 
With the other pacts of my great em- 
pi 


“Your stay in England has been 
longer than originally “intended, 


owing to my illness, but perhaps you 
have enioyed it nud derived pleasu 
from Visits to Varfous parts of the 
land of your ancestors God) bless 
you all, Twith you a safe and pléas- 
ant return to your own countrics.”” 

Col, Turner and the Cinndian con- 
lingent, tholgh camped with the Au- 
Stralinus, showed up well individual 
Ivy at the King’s review yester 
but the varlety of their uniforms ra- 
ther destvoyed the general -effect 

Repeatedly the question was asked: 
“Where are the Canadians?” even 
when they Were fiassing. The troops 
first. murched single file past the 
King, who was seated under a cano- 
py, with the Queen and the children 
of the Prince of Wales. The King 
rettrned each’ man’s salute smilingly. 
The little Princes were delighted. 
The Prince of Wales handed each may 
4 coronation medal, shaking hands 
with Col, Turner, 

Queen left the canopy 
and moved among the guests, shak- 
ing hands with Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
Tay Laurier, Sir Frederick Borden 
and Lady Borden and the other Can- 
adians present. King Edward look- 
cd somewhat fatignéd and limped 
slightly Everyone will be glad to

Annual Estimate Published by 
Department of Agriculture. 


1902 1S REALLY A GOOD YEAR. 


Wizh Averages Characterizes Yield of 
Most of the Crops—Bemus aud Corn the 
Kxcoptions—There Were Heavy 

Vields in Most Grains— 


Plenty of 
Fruit—Some Interesting 
Statistics. 


Toronto, Aug. 18. — The Onturio 
Department of Agriculture has issued 
an encouraging bulletin regarding the 
crops of the province, based on the 
reports of its regular correspondents.

Wet weather hus played havoc with 
the bean crop. 

‘The indications are that the corn 
crop will be considerably below the 
average, owing {to cold weather in 
the earlier part of the season and ex- 
cessive rains. 

Hay and clover and grasses of all 
kinds mad¢ on immense growth this 
year, but where grown for hay the 
Wet weather told against the crop in 
both cutting and curing. 

The prospects are favorable for a 
large yield of potatoes 

‘The rains have had a yery injurious 


effect on thé tobacco crop, and also i 


upon voot crops generally. ‘There 
has bern but little dimage from in- 
sect pests Many turnips and 
beets will, however, be plentiful. The 
sugar beet crop will be satisfactory. 

Favorable reports are to hand re- 
garding flax and hops. 

Apples promise to yield very well 
and thene will be lots of peaches and 


pears,but the reports as to cherries ‘ 


are not so encoliraging. Grapes will 
not be plentiful.

The scarcity of labor during the 
i§ and harvesting seasons is a 
Chronic couiplaint in all sections of 
the province, and the present season 
offers no exception in this respect. 
Pxtre help appears to have been dif- 
ficult to obtain almost everywhere 
and wages have had decidedly oan up- 
ward tendency. There are numerous 
complaints as to the quality of the 
lubor obtainable.

“ig past and gone. We did what we 
could, aml that chapter in our history 
is now Closed. What we haye to ao 
row is to accept the situation as 1v 
existe to-day and make tho best ol 
ju" Which is plain cogd sense ana 
Tight Judgment from a man who, 
Laying fought a braye fight, 1s now 
done with fighting and is ready to 
take up tle next duties he Mods be- 
fore hin. 

“Above all,’ concluded General 
Rotha. afler counselling mdustry 10 
the waive of pence, “et politics afone, 
Do not bother wilh political matters 
iat have been settle2 by the war 
or will be sottled by the restoration 
of peace! Give your attention to 
your own affairs and ayold pubhe az- 
tations. So shalf tha wounds of war 
bo lealed.’ By ali accounts the 
Bocrs ore furnishing proof that Gien- 
eral Botha gave expression to the 
views they hold in general. They are 
a plain people, and haying no use or 
the luxury of resisting irresistible 
desliny, they acecept the inevitable 
and make the best of it; which 1s 
moro than half of what goes to con- 
stitute wisdom in Uhis world.

ARMY HORSES. 
(Ottawa Pree Press.) 

The farmers of every county tn On- 
{eric should procure with as uttte 
delay as possible a little brochure 
recently issued by Dr. J. G. Kuther- 
ford, Chief Veterinary Ynspector of 
{he Department of Agricoiture, eo- 
titled “The Breeding in Canada of 
Horses for the Army.’ We hitvo De- 
jis pointed out the singular Ap- 
olliy shown in the Province with re- 
gard to a source of most profitable 
business for the farmers If they 
jhoose to apply themselves sysrem- 
nilically to it. Every towmship shoul! 
faye its stud maintained on the co- 
operative plan and encouraged by the 
County Councils. This should be done 
in any case, it only for the purpose 
of providing tho “yeomanry™’ with 
good horse flesh for themselyes. But 
such a procedure would alco enable 
the breeding of norses for military 
purposes, and it lis been made evi- 
éont that the demand will be made 
great in the fmture owing to the 
changed methods of war. 

In the past the “industry has beoo 
singularly negl ected. That tho En- 
pire al large will haye to ba lookeil 
fo by tha Mother Country for the 
supply of war horses Is now ackoow- 
ledged, and a recent issuq ol tha 
Morning Post contained the followiog 
pomagraplis In an editorial; 4 

“If the colomes wonid take -t up 
in the shape of an Imperial horse re- 
serve, a most valuable means of Ue- 
fence might be formed. Look ajt the 
late war, and the amount of time, 
jen and money that were waslot 
through Nawing bad horsad snsteut of 
food ones. ft is the principle of 
Teadinosa and prepiredness that we 
want to adopl. If it 1s adopts by 
{he various colonies ax well a3 by 
ourselyes the resutl can not fall to} ba 
good WJistribution, too, syould be 
hound to Cell, for if you haive a Reat- 
tered Fmpire, 60, afeo, your defens- 
lve forces ought to be scattere), una 
tha mone we distripate our orrauge- 
monts the better it will be.”

CONDITIONS IN IRELAND, 


It la pretty difficult to got on un- 
prejudiced view) of tie condition of 
Ircland, or to Judge how far John 
Redmond ts might in saying that the 
Irish problem fs more dangerous to 
the empire to-day than it has been 
for a quarter of acentury. Tue 
Crown icitor for Sligo said the 
Lond League was a sort of repub- 
lic In Sligo, Leitrim and Roscommon. 

John D. Crimmins, of New, York, a 
promivent contractor, formerly Park 
Commissionor of Ney York, o, Dem- 
scrotic Presidential oiector ana % 
member of tha New York Stale Con- 
stitutional Convention, went back to 
ihe home of his faithers last spring 
and spemt considerable time looking 
obout, chiefly in the rural districts, 
He attended fairs. races and horse 
shows, and talked with men whenever 
hoe could. The peaple of Irelan’, Mr- 
Crimmiis says, are o fairly pros 
petous people now, and will be much 
more 60 soon, ' Tiere ts plenty of 
money in the banks, 7,700,000 acras 
of lami are used in rafang grass and 
1,700,G00 acres ans under cultivation. 
Mr. Crimmios quotes Mr. McCann, 
M.P., as to the income of the Irish 
people. Mr. McCann gives it as $200- 
GO00G0,, and of this not [ess than 
$160,009,005 comes fron agricultare, 
Irish farmers can get prices for their 
cattle and pigs, for one thing, and 
[risl. butter is steadily gaining in 
popularity in the English market. 
The great question in Parhament 18 
the question of ownership d rentat 
of the land in Trefaud. xtyethree. 
thousand ‘farmers have sofved the 
question for themselves by pturchas— 
ing ‘thelr farms, and new purchases 
by tenants are being reported daily. 
Farm laborers get foar shillings and 
sixpence a day, or fifteem to twenty 
founds a year, witlr board and fodg- 
ings. The farmers cannot find eu- 
ougli men to work during tho busy 
season. 

It is now practically cestain that 
the British Government will bay the 
forme from the landlords in Irelada 
and that the tenants will be able 
to buy them from the Government on 
easy terms. Unless this is done there’ 
will not be any peace in the conntry. 
A union has already been formed be- 
tween the Presbyterian farmers int 
the North and the Catholic farmers 
in the South, and when such ® anfoir 
has been formed the Government wilt 
have te listen to their demands,” was 
the declaration of Rey. Fr. W. J. Mc- 
Cullagh, parish priast of St. Michuefs 
chureh, Cork, Ireland, fo the Mont- 
real Star. “And once such a cour 
was acopted by the Governme 
Father MeCollagh went on to i 
“the fatmers would settle down, be- 
eause they would Know that after 
fi certain number of payments they 
would own their own farms, As a) 
result there would be much prosper- 
ity throughout the country, but as 
long a affairs remain as tffey are 
at present there is bound to be dis- 
content and trouble. here is fitule 
coubt that Government would haye 
tnken action before now, only it has 
been otherwise occupied of fate, Tha 
obstructive policy of the Trish’ mem- 
bers in the House of Commons 18 
bound ‘to result in nothing but good,” 
he went on, “for it will show that 
the country has wrongs which must 
be redressed, and until such time as 
they ore attended lo the Irish mem- 
bers will just treat England as she 
is treating their country. It 18 cer- 
tainly regrettable thot it should have 
been necessary ‘o adopt Such a 
course, but it was the only one left 
open to them: There fs much now 
throughout the country, and day by 
Gay it becomes evident that if Home 
Rule were granted Irislrmen’ would 
be able to goyern Chemselyes even 
better than she is being governed. 
A couple of years ago the system\ ol 
town councils was adopted, and has 
proved yery successful, Tihajt it has 
been shows tiat with a fittle more 
experience Irishmen would be able 
{o solve the greater difficulties Just 
as readily, and one thing that 18 ab- 
folutely certain is that there would 
be much greater union in the conn 
try. There is not much’ prosperity 
in’ the country ot present, nor 18 
there likely to be unlif something is 
done to help the farmers.”

EDWARD BUSH INSTANTLY KILLED 
AT PORT SANDFIELD. 


Attempted to Jump to Swinging Bridge 
—Miscalculated the Distance and 
Fell Thirty Foet to Wharf Below. 


Many Lindsay citizens will regret te 
hear of the sudden death of Mr. Edward 
Bush, of this town, which occarred at 
Port Sandtiold, Muskoka, a few miles 
from Bracebridge, Monday afternoon, 
‘as tho result of an accident. Mr, Bush, 
together with Mr. Ancil Mille, were en- 
gaged on some construction work for the 
Ontario Public Works Department at 
that point. The bridge at the cot at 
Port Sandfield was being swung to allow 
the Str, Islander to pass through, whon 
Mr. Bush, who was standing on tho 
approach, attempted to jump across to 
the bridge after it had been swung a few 
feet. He ovidently miscalculated the 
distance, struck the railing, and fell to 
tho wharf below, a distance of thirty feet, 
alighting on his head Death was instan- 
taneous. 

The deconsed came to Lindsay from 
Whitby somo 27 years ago, and for o er 
welve years had been connected with 
the Ontario Public Works under the 
supervision of Mr, Thos, Walters. Ho 
was comparatively a young man, beirg 
only in his 48th year, Hewasa man of 
fine physique and wejghed over 200 
pounds. Mr. Bush was considered to be 
one of the best workmen in the service, 
and was respected by all who were ac- 
quainted with him.

reservation, but farther to the west it

the Ogallalas, whose young men never 
lost a chance of emulating any savage 
exploits of the Brules. Beginning at 

Brentwood, the strike Spirit flew east 
and west along the lines of the Big 
Horn and the Seattle. Beginning 
among the illicit groggerles along the 
Minf Chaduza, the revolt of the Brules 
gpread with the speed of wildfire 
through the Indian villages upon the 
Dakota border until It overwhelmed 
the power of the agency close at hand 
as well as those to the west in Wyo- 
ming. The first dash of the young 
braves was at the originators of the 
mischief, the outlaws of the prairie, 
who discreetly fied, burying such of 
their stock in trade as they could not 
carry with them, all too easily to be 
trailed and dug up by the Sioux. Then, 
drink maddened and balked of their 
desires, the band had sacked the agen- 
cy, released their imprisoned brothers 
and swooped southward on the help- 
less ranchers of the Niobrara.

Rucela Loses Prestige in the Far East avd

St. Petersburg, Aug. 9.—Russia’s 
waning prestige in Corea is the sub- 
ject of an article in The Novoe 
Vremya, by M. Syromiatnikof, an 
expert in the eastern question. M. 
Syromlatnikof comments as follows: 

“Eyery one who follows oriental 
atlairs is aware that every step of 
Russia since the Chinese war has met 
with ever increasing opposition in 
Oorea.

London, Aug. 11.—Edward VII, R.

day crowned without hitch or

In all respects tho celebration was 
impressive, and it was curried out 
with a perfection of detail ond lack 
of accidents that has _ previously 
marked such displays. The pride of 
Empire, which marked Queen Vic- 
toria’s jubilee, was lacking, and in 
its stend there pervaded among all 
classes a keen recollection that only 
six weeks ago the King lay in dan- 
ger of death. This fact’ produced 
thankfulness and genuine sympathy 
for the man, rather than adulation 
for the King, and this feeling was 
voiced by the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, when he inserted in one of the 
coronation prayers the words “ For 
Whose rccovery we now give Theq 
heartfelt thanks.’’ This did not pre- 
Vent the public from voicing its’ ap- 
preciation of each military display as 
the short procession gave to them a 
chance to see. 

The absence of special diplomatic 
embassies deprived the coronation in 
a large measure of its international 
character, although Prince and Prin- 
cess Henry were in the choir, many 
princesses in tlre royal box, and the 
regular embassies were fully repre 
sented.

King 
himself, received the hearticst wel- 
come of the assembled crowds. ‘‘ITere 
comes good old Bobs,’’ was invari- 
ably the signal for all the reserve 
power of British lungs to be brought 
into play. Lord Roberts rode alone, 
anx constantly bowed and smiled ac- 
knowledgments of his greeting. Lord 
Kitchener was not so easily recog- 
nized, but he was seen as he rode 
with General Sir Alfred Gaselee and 
Admiral Sir Edward Wobart Sey- 
mour, and was the crowd's next fav- 
orite. 

At various points along the route 
of the procession Lord Kitchener re- 
ceived thunderous ovations, which he:

Tler Majesty palpably dreaded that 
the King would break down. With 
keen anxiety she constantly turned 
watching him 
intently through the ceremony. Her 
dignity and solicitude for King Ed- 
ward was one of the most charming 
features of the proceedings in the 
Abbey. Wer Majesty's appearance 
won praise from the women, many of 
whom declared that Queen Alexandra 
did not look a day over thirty-five. 

The Queen’s own crowning was brief 
and simple. When the four duchesses 
went to hold a. canopy over her Ma= 
jesty’s head, the Duchess of Marlbor 
ough, and the Duchess of Portland 
led the way, They performed their 
duties excellently. As the critical 
moment for which the peeresses had 
long practiced, namely, the putting 
on of their coronets at the moment 
the Queen was crowned approached, 
a flutter of nervowsness ran through 
their ranks und coronets were pulled 
and pinched into

denly went up, and coroncts, large 
and small, were put in place. some 
crooked and some straight.

In Westminster Abbey the doors of 
that edifice were scarcely apened and 
the gold sticks and ushers had bare 
ly found their stations before the 
seats bogan to fill.

Several minutes efaj sed, 
however, before the King and Queen 
came in sight of those gathered 
mbout the throne. Suddenly ‘’Vivat 


Alexandra’’ was shouted by the boys 
of Westminster, and the Queen, waik- 


ing slowly to the left of the throne, 
gained her chair and knelt at a silk- 
en priedicu, her magnificent train of 
tloth-ol-gold, being lifted out of her 
way by six scarlet coated pages 

‘Pwo or three minules later arose 
‘y from the Westminster boys of 
“Vivat tex Bdwardus,’” with blasts 
from trumpets, and King Edward ay— 
peared and walked to his chair in 
front of the throne, bowing to the 
Queen as he passed, arld then knelt 
down in prayer. 

After removing his cap Wis Ma- 
jesty stood up and the Archbishop of 
Canterbury in a trembling yoice read 
the recognition beginning: 

‘Sirs, I hereby present usfto you 
King Edward, the undoubted King of 
tbis realn,’’ ete. 

‘Then there was o hoarse shout and 
the blending of the choir and the 
people, women and men, in the cry 
“God Save King Edward.” 

Several times this was repeated and 
the Abbey rang with the loud fran- 
fares. 

Haying placed the King into his 
new throne the Archbishop knelt and 
paid homage, the aged prelate 
scarcely being able to rise until the 
King assisted him and himself raised 
the Archbishop’s hand from the steps 
of the throne. ‘The next person to 
pay homage to His Majesty was the 
Prince of Wales, and then the repre 
sevtatives of each grade of nobility 
touch.d the crown as a token of 
fealty, and kissed the King’s cheek 

The Queen then yose, and accom— 
panied by her entourage, proceeded 
to the altar steps, where, under a 
pall of cloth of gold, she was quick- 
ly crowned by the Archbishop of 
York, supported by the Bishojis. She 
was then led to the throne beside 
that in which the King sat and her 
emMionization was compiisnea. 
The Queen bowed to King Edward, 
and both walked to the altar and re 
ceived the communion. 

As Their Majesties were leaving the 
Abbey, rain commenced to fall, and 
they returned and deferred their de 
parture until the rain ceased. They 
left at 2 p.m. ‘The departure of the 
King ard Queen jrom the Abbey was 
signalled by another salute, the 
massed bands played jod Save the 
\ing.’’ The entire route of Their 
Majesties return to the Palace was 
marked by scenes of enthusiasm. sim- 
ilar to those which grected their pro- 
gress to the Abbey.

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GRAIN TRANSPORTATION FROM THE 
GREAT LAKES TO THE SEA. 

fo Tie =hy = (i 

The enormous increase in the grain 
production of the Canadian Northwest— 
far beyond the dreams of the most san- 
guine—enhances the importance and 
value of the shortest and cheapest routes 
from the great lakes to the xea. It has 
long been apparent to the uuprejadiced 
observer that the shortest and cheapest 
route is from the best harbor in the Geor- 
gian Bay to Montreal, where grain laden 
cars.can reach ocean-going ships. This 
has been practically demonstrated during 
the past few years by the Oanadian At- 
lantio railway from Parry Sound or De- 
put Harbor, and by the Midland-Lindsay- 
Belleville division of the Grand Trunk 
from Midland. These two railways haye 
done a yery large grain-carrying business, 
and have made an impression, though not 
a very decided impression upon the en- 
ormous value of grain trade that has 
hitherto almost wholly gone by the great 
lakes from the West to Baffalo, and 
thence by rail to Tide-Water, at New 
York, Boston or Baltimore. 

The Canadian routes’ mentioned have 
been Jaboring under serious disadvantages 
owing to the lack of terminal facilities 
for handling satisfactorily a great grain 
business. Ono of the most serious draw- 
backs has been the absence of large ele- 
vators with the latest and beat equip- 
ment. The Grand Trunk is endeavoring 
to overcome this drawback, and has now 
in course of construction at Montreal, a 
very large and fully equipped elevator, 
which is to be at once supplemented by 
another of larger capacity. There are al- 
ready five elevators at Midland, and the 
great improvement at Montreal will en- 
ablo the Grand Trunk next year to 
double or more than double the volume 
of its grain trade from Midland, which, 
as is well known, has reached very large 
proportions. 

These terminal improvements will 
necessitate the early carrying out of the 
long contemplated improvement in the 
railway from Midlend-Lindsay-Belleville 
or Port Hope. The track will have to be 
made first-class {n every respect as to 
grades, curves, road-bed and in other 
details, in order to secure the most effect- 
ive car haulage in Jong trains. The pres 
ent grades and curves render transporta- 
tion on a satisfactory scale very difficult. 
It is not unlikely that the improvements 
may take the shape of a double track, 
That would be the cheapest in the long 
wun, and there will be plenty of business 
fora double track if the elevator and 
other terminal facilities are equal to the 
task. These will be proyided at Mont- 
real for {n addition to the Grand Tronk 
improvements the Harbor Commissioners 
are preparing for elevator conatruction on 
a large scale. Whatever shape these ox- 
tensive improvements in this division of 
the Grand ‘Trunk railway may take we 
expect, though we haye no specia) inform- 
stlon, that they will be rushed through 
afar early day, as speedily as possible, 
Probably an effort will bo made to have 
everything ready for next year’s bns- 
iness. 

An extremely interesting contribution 
to the discussion of the question was 
made by Hon. Mr, Tarte in a speech 
at Midland a few days ago. Mr, Tarto 
alluded to the probability of the U.P.R, 
Go, reaching out for its share of the great 
Takes grain trade by haying a line from 
PeterLoro to Midland, or by using the 

Grand Trunk rails on the line already 
built. In Mr. Tarte’s opinion there will 
be ample business for both roads. Ib is 
not {n any way optimistic or extravagant 
toany that there will be plepty of grain 
im a very few years fora double track of 
both railways out of Midlind, It ts gen- 


likely that the O.P.R. will ac an early 


day demonstrate that Mr. Tarte wos & 
true prophet, but we venture to predict 
that the G. P. R, is more likely to build 


| . . 
a new line of its own—though {ib may 


parallel the Grand Trank most of the 
way—than to use the Grand Trunk rails. 
The C.F. R. can appreciate the enor- 
mour yalue of the grain trade that is cor- 
tain to take to the great lakes at Tort 
Willlam, Port Arthur and Duluth, ond 
Midland is the best point for the O.P.R. 
system to get its share of the lake trade, 
It ts not extravagant to predict that if in 
tho next five years tho G.T.R, and the 
C.P.R. have each quadrupled their pres: 
ent facilities for handling the trade thoy 
will thea be unogual to the task that will 
be awaiting them. 

Mr. Tarte has been spending his eum- 
mer holidays ina way that shows he is 
keenly alive to tle task before him se the 
most progressive and enterprising mem- 
ber of the most progressive and enter- 
prising government tho Dominion has 
had for many a day. Mr, Tarte has vis- 
ited all the great lake porta on both sides 
from Duluth and Port Arthur to Obicago, 
Baffalo and Midland. He has been 
studying American equipment and facill- 
ties and has been enquiring into the re- 
quirement of Canadian ports in order to 
put the Canadian route in the first class 
in all respects, ‘hot is a practical and 
sensible courae for a member of the gov- 
ernment to take. He can recommend 
for adoption a policy that will enable the 
Canadian route to make the most of its 
great natural advantages, A great addi- 
tion to the Canadian lake shipping en- 
gaged in the grain trade may be expected. 
Mr, Tarte points out that millions have 
been spent at Duluth in harbor improve- 
ments, and he is prepared to recommend 
improvements on a large scalo at Port 
Arthur and Fort Willism to make those 
harbors second to nvne, and to do what 
ja necessary at Midland to meet the in 
creased requirements. no this way we 
cannot only hold the bulk of our own 
grain trade by the great lakes, but attract 
a very large yolume from American ports 
that will seek the shorteat and cheapest 
ronteto the sen, just as water generally 
runs down hill. 

From a local standpoint Lindsay will 
be deeply interested in this great im- 
provement and expansion. We may ex 
pect at an early day the commencement 
of extensive improvements on the Mid- 
land-Lindsay-Belleville section of the 
Grand Trunk. That will benefit Lindeay

become a great people. Wor myself, 
I shall ever be stimulated in my ex- 
ertions for the welfare of the Empire 
by the ineffaceable recollection of a 
tribute of loyalty and affection, 
which has touched me deeply.”

SPEECH IE MR, TARTE 


Raised Enthusiasm in a Gather- 
ing ef Staid Business Men. 


“QUESTION WAS TRANSPORTATION 


—Fast Atlnntle Ste: 
vioe and Other Resolutieus. 


Halifax, Aug. 156.—A banquet, made 
notable by a Characteristically im- 
pressive speech by Hon. J. Israel 
Tarte brought the convention of thé 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Association 
to a close last night. The Minister 
of Public Works in an address upon 
the necessity of increased transporte- 
tion facilities, an Atlantic steamship 
service of the highest class and a 
tariff which would prevent the dan- 
wer of Canada being made a slaugh- 
ter market for foreign goods, raised 
the enthusiasm of a great gathering 
of business men to a high pitch. The 
banguet, which was an exceedingly 
brilliant affair, was also addressed by 
Mr. R, L, Borden, M.P., leader of the 
Opposition; Sir Charles Parsons, 
commander of His Majesty's troops 
| im Canada, and many prominent vis- 
jtors, At its last session yesterday 
the association declared in favor of a 
subsidy for an Atlantic steamship 
sevyice ‘‘second to none,’’ elected the 
officers for the next year and prac- 
tically decided to hold the next meet- 
ing in Winnipeg. 

The matter of the location of next 
year’s convention was left with the 
Executive, but it is almost a settled 
fact that the next meeting will be 
held in Winnipeg. 

The Business Meeting. 

The Manufacturers’ Association 
opened their business meeting with 
the reception ‘of the report of the 
Railway and Transportation Commit- 


raccurers “pave suffered ‘under the’ ex- 
isting law because they were unable 
to import skilled labor which was 
absolutely unavailable in Canada. 
An effort was mado by your commit- 
tee to haye this act aménded so that 
skilled labor for any inductry, new 
or already established, might be pro- 
cured if the labor Was not obtain- 
able in Canada. At the suggestion

Upon the recommendation of your 
comanittee the association strongly 
opposed g measure introduced during 
the last session of Parliament by Mr. 
Smith, M.P., providing for the trans- 
fer of the power to investigate and 
punish yiolations of the Alicn Labor 
Act from the Department of Justice 
to that of the MiniSter of Labor. 
Your committee believe that the De- 
partment of Justice is fulfilling its 
functions quite satisfuctorily and 
that there is no occasion to have this 
work undertaken by the Department 
of Labor. The bill was not passed 
in» committee. 

Reports were received from the In- 
dustrial Exhibition, and special Bx- 
hibitfon committees, were submitted 
and adopted.

‘*A schedule of rates to be charged 
on the White Pass and Yukon Rail- 
Way, submitted to the Department of 
Railways and Canals, was examined 
carefully by your committee.

Portsmouth, Eng., Aug. 18—King 
Edward completed the program of 
the Coronation festivities Saturday 
by reviewing the fleet for the first 
time since his accession. From a 
spectacular point of View the assemb- 
loge of » hundred and odd war ves- 
gels in the Roadstead off Spithead 
Was a magnificent show 
The display represented merely the 
bome fleet, not a single vessel hay- 
ing been withdrawo from the foreign 
station to participate in the pa- 
geant. 
The day opened fine. There was 
an immense influx cf visitors. The 
Watchers of the Solent were covered 
With pleasure craft uf every variety, 
from the tiny cance to the big ex- 
cursion steamer, and every vantage 
point on shore was covered with 
spectators At 8 a,m., in response 
to a signal, the fleet bfoke out fags, 
and in the space of a minute the 
lines of black hulls were transformed 
into parti-colored lanes of fluttering 
bunting. 
Simultaneously the pennant of Ad- 
miral Sir Charles Hotham, the com- 
moander-in-chief of Portsmouth, was 
flung out from the peak of the Roy- 
al Sovereign, which on Saturday act- 
ed as flagship of the’ fleet, five under— 
, admirals’ fags were ulso in view in 
| different sectious of the parade. The 
five lines in which the fleet was 
moored were located midway between 
the Isle of Wight and the mainland. 
Nearest to the Portsmouth shore were 
the special service vessels and yachts 
and a few distinguished visiting ves- 
sels, headed by the conspiruous white 
hull of the Japanese torpedo boat de- 
Btroyer, Asaschio. The next line 
Was made up of thirty-two British 
torpedo boat destroyers. 

Then there was a line of cruisers 
and gunboats. Then a double 
of battleships and finally 


mored cruiser, Carlo Alberto, 'and the 
Portuguese cruiser, Dom Carlos TI. 
The precaution had been taken to 
compel all vessels to burn smokeless 
coal, but as the day advanced a haze 
fApread over the water and scurrying 
| small craft frequently disappeared in 
banks of mist. 

At 12.30 p.m. the lines of the fleet 
closed, the guard boats drove all un- 
authorized craft out of the forbidden 
area and promptly at two o'clock 
the royal yacht, Victoria and Albert, 
with King Edward, Queen Alexandra 
and other royal personages on 
board, slowly got under weigh. This 
movement was signalled by a gun- 
shot from the Royal Sovereign and 
| thousands of Jackies swarmed over 
the decks’ superstructures and fight- 
ing tops and manned ship in honor 
of their approaching Mujesties. Then 
came the firing of the royal salute 
! of twenty-one guns. 

Fleet's iizhty Greeting. 

The demonstration began just as 
escorted by four 
@pproached the first 
line of the fleet. One hundred royal 
salutes, all fired at oneé, made a 
thunderous volume of sound such as 
Was never before heard, save on a 
few great battlefields. The air was 
literally torn and rent until one felt 
its agitation in fitul pulsations as it 
beat ageinst the face. The guns re- 
mained silent while the review was 
actually in progress. > 

Every man of the nearly 50,000 
who lined the sides of the hundred 
warships was able to recognize the 
King as he stood amid a group of 
half-a-dozen on the bridge of the Vic- 
toria and Albert. He was dressed in 
an admiral’s uniform and retuned 
each ship’s salute ax he passed slow- 
ly up one line and down another. 
The vessels were moored only a 
ship’s length apart, but it required 
two and a half hours to pass then 
@il and reach the 
age. 

Then came what was the most im- 
pressive feature of the day. It was 
simply one mighty cheer from 50,000 
throats given on a signal from every 
ship in the fleet. It was a stupen- 
dous and inspiring chorus. It rolled 
from ship to ship, from shore to 
shore, mounted into the heavens and 
seemed to come hack almost as a 
celestial echo. Twice 50,000 more 
Who filled every manner of spectat- 
tors’ craft took up the cry, until it 
became a gréat diaposon which was 
like the voice of a nation in united 
acclumation. 

It was a crowning tribute of loyal- 
ty such as no man, be he King and 
Emperor or the humblest subject, 
could listen to unmoved, and, hear- 
ing, could ever forget. It is said 
that the King was deeply impressed, 
and gave earnest expression of his 
fpeling to the flag officers of the 
ficet. whom he smimediately summion- 
ed 16 swum aboard his vessel to re- 
ceive lus Urauns and congratulations. 

‘This ended the day’s spectacle.

and of $184,885,084 as against 1896) 
When the present Government assum- 
ed ofiice, It is scarcely necessary to 
say thot these figures are unparalel- 
ed in our history. Our total’ for- 
elgo trade for the period 1896-1902, 
or during the time the present Gov- 
ernment has administered the affairs 
of Canada, was $2,076,636,648, For 
the Jast six years of the Conserva- 
tive regime the aggregate was $1,- 
411,838,731, or o gain of $663,797,- 
917 iu favor of the Liberals. The 
average for the six years of Liberal 
rule was $345,939,441, and for the 
six years of Conservative rule $235,- 
206,455. Whe total imports amount- 
ed jast year to $212,270,158, a gain 
of $21,854,833 as compared with the 
yeur previous, and of $94,258,650 
over 1996.

The yicld is heavy ond is estimat- 
ed to nverage 37 bushels, with some 
record-breakers. The quality, too, is 
splendid, and there has been no dam- 
age by lodging either by wind, rain 
or hail, 

In Qu’Appelle district the wheat 
harvest starts this week and will be 
general by September 1.) The’ esti- 
mute of 25 bushels per acre promises 
to be away below the mark—35 
bushels per acre will be nearer the 
average. 

The cutting of the largest crop in 
the history of Moosejaw will begin 
this week. The last four days have 
been iden] weather for ripening. 

At least 80 per cent. of the wheat 
in Emerson district is cut. Many 
farmers have all the grain cut and 
are stacking. Prospects are that the 
average yield in this district will be 
27 bushels to the acre. 

There is no scarcity of twine, and 
there is a sufficient number of farm 
hunds here to handle the crop, the 
Galician settlement of Sturatburn 
giving ample supply. 

Cutting around Brandon has. begun 
on lighter Jand, but it will not be 
general until Thursday on Priday. 
Figures os to the probable yield of 
wheat vary greally—-between 25 and 
30 bushels seems to be the safest es- 
timate.
